Leon Czolgosz, the assassin of Presi¬ 
dent McKinley, was executed by elec¬ 
tricity In Auburn prison. New' York, 
yesterday. Czolgorz stated In the death 
chair that he killed the President be¬ 
cause he "was an enemy of the good 
people—of the good working people." 
and that he was not sorry for his 
crime. All efforts to secure a confes¬ 
sion were In vain. In a night talk with 
the 8tate Superintendent of prisons 
Czolgosz said he had no accomplice 
and that he alone was responsible for 
the deed. The body was burled In 
quick-lime In the prison yard, and to 
hasten decomposition of the body acid 
was poured over It. The physicians 
w'ho performed the autopsy found the 
assassin’s brain to have been In a 
healthy condition. 


The race war In the Pearl river val¬ 
ley has been ended by the blacks cry¬ 
ing "enough." One whRe man was 
Killed, another Is dying and a third was 
badly wounded. Nine negroes were 
Wiled—five men, three women and one 
child. The negroes have fled the coun¬ 
try

He was shock¬ 
ed to death by 1,700 volts of electricity. 
He went to the chair In exactly the 
same manner as have the majority of 
murderers In this State, showing no par¬ 
ticular sign of fear, but, In fact, doing 
what few of them have done—talking 
to the witnesses while he was being 

stapped In the chair.

These w ere his words as the guards 
hurried him into the chair. 

A moment later, mumbling through 
the half-adjusted face straps, he said:

Czolgnsz retired last night about 10 
o'clock and slept so soundly that when 
Warden Mead went to the cell shortly 
before 5 o'clock this morning the guard 
Inalde had to shake the doomed 
man to awaken him. He sat 
up on the edge of his cot and 
made no reply to the warden's 
greeting of “good morning." The prison 
official took from his pocket the death 
warrant-and read It slowly and distinct¬ 
ly to the assassin, who hardly raised his 
eyes during the perfunctory ceremony. 
Just as the warden stepped away from 
the cell door Czolgosz called to him and 
said: 

"I would like to talk to the superin¬ 
tendent." 

The warden responded: 

"He will be down presently" 

Then the condemned man rolled over 
on his cot. apparently anxious to sleep 
again.

Given His Death Clothes.

Warden Mead briefly addressed them, 
saying: 

"You are here to witness the legal 
death of Leon F. Czolgosz. I desire 
that you keep your seats and preserve 
absolute silence In the death chamber, 
no matter what may transpire. There 
are plenty of guards and prison offi¬ 
cials to preserve order and attend to 
the proper details." 

The prisoner's physicians. Dr. Gerln 
and Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, of New 
York, took a position to the left of the 
chair. Warden Mend stood directly in 
front, and electrician Davis retired to 
the little room containing the electrical 
switchboard. 

Thayer gave the signal and the cur¬ 
rent whs turned through the electric 
lights, flooding the chamber with bril¬ 
liant light and dramatically showing 
the power that was used to kill the 
prisoner.

Assassin Brought In. 


Warden Mead gave the signal to have 
the prisoner brought in, and at 7:10:30 
o'clock chief keeper Tupper swung open 
the big steel door leading to the con¬ 
demned cells, and as the steel bars be¬ 
hind which Czolgosz had been kept were 
swung aside the guards marched the 
prisoner out Into the corridor, two oth¬ 
ers following and the chief keeper walk¬ 
ing In fronf 

The guards on either side of Czolgnsz 
had hold of his arms, as If either to 
support him or to keep him from mak¬ 
ing a demonstration. As tn* stepped 
over the threshold he stumbled, but 
they held him up. and as they urged 
him forward toward the chair he stum¬ 
bled again on the little rubber covered 
platform upon which the chair rests.

Intensely Pale. 

His head was erect and with his gray 
flannel shirt turned back at the neck he 
looked quite boyish. He was Intensely 
pale and as he tried to throw his head 
back and carry himself erect his chin 
quivered very perceptibly. As he was 
being seated he looked about at the as¬ 
sembled witnesses with quite a steady 
stare and said:

The Current Turned On. 

It was Just exactly 7:11 o’clock when 
he crossed the threshold, but a minute 
had elapsed and he had just finished the 
Last statement when the strapping was 
completed and the guards stepped back. 
Warden Mead raised bis hand, and at 
7:12:30 electrician Davis turned the 
switch that threw' 1,700 volts of elec¬ 
tricity into the living body. The rush 
of the current threw the body so hard 
against the straps that they creaked 
perceptibly. The hands clenched sud¬ 
denly, and the whole attitude was one 
of extreme tenseness. For forty-flve 
seconds the full current was kept on, 
and then the electrician threw the 
switch back, reducing the current volt 
by volt until It w is cu* off entirely. 
Then Just as It bud reached that point 
be threw the lever back again for two 
or three seconds. The body, w'hlcb hod 
collapsed a* the current was reduced, 
stiffened up ngnin against (he straps. 
When it was turned off again Dr. Mac. 
Donald stepped to the ohafr anu put his 
hand over the heart. He said he felt 
no pulsation, but suggested that the 
current be turned on for a few seconds 
again. Once more the body became 
rigid. At ?:15 the current was turned 
off for good

Quick Work. 


From the time Czolgosz Had left his 
cell until the full penalty was paid less 
than four minutes had elapsed. The 
physicians piea* nt used the stethoscope 
and other tests to determine if any life 
remained, and at 7:17 the warden. rais¬ 
ing his hand, announced: "Gentlemen, 
the prisoner Is dead." 

The witnesses filed from the chamber, 
many of them visibly affected, and the 
body was taken from the chair and laid 
on the operating table.

The main points to which the cross- 
examination was directed to-day were 
the ability of the ships to coal off Clen- 
fuegos and the reasons for what is 
known as the "retrograde movement."

THE RACE WAR IS OVER. 

Louisiana Blacks Tell the Whites They 

Have Had Enough. 

TEN LIVES LOST IN THE BATTLE 


Gives His Reasons For the Retrograde 
Movement and Explains His 
Actions On Cruise 


FROM CIENFUEGOS TO SANTIAGO 


Wasdilfigtcm, Oct. 29.-The cros?-ex- 
aruination of Rear Admiral Schley was 
continued throughout the session of the 
Court at ^Inquiry to-day. The progress 
wa# exceedingly slow. Practically the 
whole day was consumed in question¬ 
ing th». Admiral on the cruise from Cl- 
enfuign# to Santiago and the moves

This latter branch of the cross-exami¬ 
nation had not been concluded when 
the court adjourned.

Lemly’s Question*. 

The Judge Advocate In conducting the 
cross-examination used a carefully pre- 
j>ared typewritten list of questions. 

They called for comparison of state¬ 
ments Rear Admiral Schley has made 
either in his direct testimony. In his 
communication to the Senate or In his 
dispatches to Admiral Sampson, or the 
Navy Department; with the testimony 
of witnesses who have preceded him 
and the logs and signal books of the 
other vessels of the fleet.‘The questions 
were not asked In chronological order, 
but Jumped from one subject to another 
and from one stage of the campaign to 
another.

Maintains Composure. 

Throughout the strain to which the 
wltais* naturally was subjected while 
undet examination, the Admiral re¬ 
tained his customery composure. Only 
once or twice did he display Impatience 
or weariness At one point when asked 
a question, he replied that he had been 
asked the same question yesterday, at 
live same time telling what his reply 
had been then. On another occasion 
when he was being searching!}’ inter¬ 
rogated as to IHs distance* from shore 
at Clenfuegos and as to whether the 
distances were a matter of record he 
responded rather tartly: 

"Oh. no. I did not know* they ever 
would become a matter of such great 
Importance, or I should have plotted 
them and made a memorandum, as 1 
Should of many ottvr things."

Main Points. 


New Orleans. OcL 29.—A special to 
the Picayune from Balltown. La., says: 

A race war between the blacks and 
w hites, which started at a negro camp- 
meeting at Duncan’s Chapel Sunday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, has left a carni¬ 
val of blood up the Pearl river valley 
unequaled In the history of that coun¬ 
try. 

One white man Is dead, another is 
now' dying, with a bullet hole through 
his stomach, and a third white man Is 
badly wounded. 

Nine negroes were killed In the bloody 
affray—five men. three women and one 
small child. A dozen, or perhaps more,

So one Is able to estimate the num¬ 
ber of wounded negroes who escaped 
the awful carnage behind the church. 
They scattered to the four winds. Some 
are known to have been idiot, but they 
have not been found. 

The fierce conflict raged for half an 
hour. Those at a distance say the firing 
sounded like a pitched battle between 
troops. 

The quarterly meeting was turned In¬ 
to a camp meeting. NegToes came from 
200 miles, all up and down the valley. 
Elder Stephen Duncan, of New Orleans, 
for whom the chapel was named, was 
present. 

On last Thursday, the meeting opened 
with several hundred negroes encamped 
around ttie church, In tents and In rude¬ 
ly constructed shanties around the 
plare It was to continue one week. 
There they ate and slept and held ser¬ 
vices In the chapel. 

One day previous to the camp meet¬ 
ing. Bill Morris, a negro, had been 
burned at the stake near Balltown for 
an assault on Mrs. J. J. Ball. Public 
sentiment was at a high pitch. 

• • • 

How the Trouble Started. 

Under thoae conditions the negrce«§ 
gathered at Live Oak. There was trou¬ 
ble over a license and Crear Lott's tent 
became the center of contention. He 
w’as what they called a "high stringer." 
He was a yellow negro and he was be¬ 
ing watched. Some trouble occurred 
Saturday evening, but no bloodshed. 
Then It came up again Sunday after¬ 
noon. when Constable Boon and a posse 
rode up to Lott's tent with a warrant. 

The surly black came out and Is re¬ 
ported to hsv^ shouted: 

"By God. one nigger has been 

burned, but a -— - white man 

will be next." 

• • • 

A Rain of Bullets. 


Wade Walker, one of the Constable's 
posse, was struck with a rifle over the 
head and then the carnage began. The 
blacks fled from the frail wooden 
church, for It was no shelter from the 
rain of bullets. Lott retired into his 
tent, shooting and fighting. Joe Seal re¬ 
ceived his death wound. A torrent of

negroes escaped to the woods and 
swamps with wounds that are believed 
to be certain death in the brush away 
from care. Many are perforated with 
lead.

The Torch Applied. 

Washington parish had never wit¬ 
nessed such terror and bloodshed. 
Lott’s old mother-in-law, his tw*o 
daughters and the little hoy fell In a 
heap Inside the shelter. Sophie Lott 
saved her life by concealing herself be¬ 
hind the stove. Then she escaped and 
the men did not harm her. They were 
after the desperado and terror, Crear 
Lott. He was barricaded and the next 
move was to fire the place, which they 
did. When the Are forced him from 
under cover he appeared in the door¬ 
way and twenty rifle balls went crash¬ 
ing through him. He fell In a heap, 
head foremost, on the ground. Parker 
and Beverley, both blacks, fell wjth 
him. 

Joseph Beal. Charles Elliott and Ed¬ 
ward Thompson, the wounded whites, 
w’ere carried away to the home of F. P. 
Bones, about three-quarters of a mile 
through the pine woods, which w’as 
hastily converted Into a hospital. There 
Seal died yesterday and was buried 
this afternoon from his home in Varan¬ 
do, six miles away, and there. In the 
Bones emergency hospital, Elliott now 
lies dying

One Thousand Armed Men. 

For twenty-four hours It resembled a 
general uprising to wipe out the black 
race In Washington parish. The news 
spread like wild Are and yesterday over 
1.000 armed men had reached the scene 
of the battle. They came for miles and 
miles, some from as far away as Montl- 
cello. 

Sheriff Norman H. Simmons and J. 
K. Johnson, Clerk of the Court of the 
parish, arrived from Frankl n yesterday 
morning and the feeling subsided.

The Picayune correspondent left the 
scene of the battle this afternoon and 
all w*as quiet. The negroes are cowed, 
are badly scared, and the whites be¬ 
lieve there will be m> further trouble. 

POLICE SAVE A NEGRO. 


Kentucky Black Owes His Life To An 
Iowa Jailer’s Nerve. 

Sioux City. Ia., Oct. 29.—A commit¬ 
tee of three men last night waited on 
Chris. Krege, Jailer, and demanded 
James McGuire, the Kentucky negro 
Imprisoned for assaulting thlrteen-year- 
old Ambrose Monahan. The Jailer re¬ 
fused to surrender the prisoner. 

An hour later a crowd of 100 men, led 
by J. W. Wilkinson, a steamfltter. who 
carried a rope, appeared at the Jail. A 
detachment of police arrived a moment 
later, arrested WUklnson and placed 
him in Jail. 

The crowd, bereft of Its leader, was 
quickly dispersed by the police and 
there was no more trouble. 

ILLINOIS MOB FAILED. 

Negro Taken From His Hiding Place 
and Conveyed To Jail. 

Carhondale. III., Oct. 29.—Tl\pmA* 
MoberJy. the colored man whom a mob 
tried to lynch last night, was taken 
from his hiding place early this morn¬ 
ing and convoyed In a carriage to Bos- 
kydell, a small station six miles south

.Assassin Said He Had No 
Accomplices. 


HIS REASON FOR THE DEED. 


KILLED PRESIDENT BECAUSE HE 
REFUSED TO GIVE HIM 
WORK. 


NIGHT TALK WITH HIS KEEPER. 


Auburn, N. Y„ Oct. 29.~Czolgosz was 
a carefully secluded prisoner In Auburn 
penitentiary and hla confinement and 
execution were devoid of sensational¬ 
ism. State Superintendent of Prisons 
Cornelius V. Collin* was determined 
that the prisoner. despite the enormity 
of hla crime, should gain no undue no¬ 
toriety and Issued strict orders for his 
complete seclusion. Thc#e orders were 
carefully carried out and from the time 
the prisoner entered the prison until be 
was brought to the death chair to-day 
he was practically out of public view. 

During hU imprisonment the post 
brought more than 1.600 letters, papers 
and packages to the prisoner, but none 
of these was ever delivered to him. They 
came from the army of letter writing 
cranks and wet« of every character, 
from harmless to vicious. The prison 
officials felt that the delivery of such a 
quantity «of mall would not only se¬ 
riously disturb him, but would have 
given him false Ideas as to his Import¬ 
ance and prominence. The other con¬ 
victs In the death house v.ere not per¬ 
mitted to talk to him, and the guards 
■who kept the death vigil watched In 
unbroken silence.

News of Outside World Kept From 

Him. 


Bupt. Collins had a lengthy Interview 
with him. Night was chosen for the 
inquiry, and at 9 o'clock the superin¬ 
tendent called on Czolgosz. The prisoner 
was transferred to another part of the 
prison where there was no one to over¬ 
hear the conversation. For the first few 
minutes Czolgosz sat in silence, and the 
*u|>erlntendcnt began to despair of get¬ 
ting any Information. Finally, just as 
he was about to leave. Cmolgosx an¬ 
swered one of his queries. From that 
time on he talked freely, but his utter¬ 
ances contained no enlightenment as to 
the <.ause for bis crime or a p ossible con. 
f piracy. The most important statement 
he made was one in which he absolute¬ 
ly denied that he had a handkerchief 
tied about his hand, or that the pistol 
was concealed In any other place than 
his coat pocket. The superintendent 
paid: 

"Now, Csolgosx, I want you to talk 
to me. I’m the only one that can do you 
any g »od. and if you tell me anything I 
may help you to get out of here."

All Efforts Fail To Secure 
a Confession. 


The seclusion of the prisoner operated 
both ways, for If the world went on In 
ignorance of the life of the prisoner 
prom day to day, the prisoner lived In 
Ignorance of what went forward in the 
world even as to the great question af¬ 
fecting him. The rule of silence as to 
the prisoner was broken that he might 
have opportunity to prepare himself 
spiritually far his death. The rule was 
also broken In a final effort to secure a 
confession from the condemned man. 
The prison officials felt that It was their 
duty to again seek to ascertain If oth¬ 
ers plotted with him or abetted him In 
the murderous plan that he carried out 
et Buffalo early in September.

Among the hundreds of letters re¬ 
ceived for Czolgosz at the prison, was 
one. mentioning a girl named Arny, of 
Chicago. Mr. Collins, thinking to sur¬ 
prise him. said: 

"Your girl named Amy, of Chicago, is 
coming to see you." 

The prisoner said, with stolid indif¬ 
ference. and without the least tremor 
of surprise, "I don't know any such girl. 
I don’t want to see her." 

"Do you know* where you are now?" 

"Ye*, in prison." 

"Do you know where the prison IsT* 

"No," was the reply. 

"You know that you are going to 
die?" asfccd Mr. Collins. 

"Yes, I suppose so. I expected It," 
and he answered the question in the 
same categorical way that he had an¬ 
swered all the rest. 

Mr. Collins closed the Interview by 
•aylng: 

"If you want to tell me anything, the 
guards will notify me.'’ 

Czolgosz made no reply, and was 
taken back to his cell.

Admitted That He Had Lied. 


In his Interview with Superintendent 
Collins last night Czolgosz made an¬ 
other explanation of his visit to Chicago 
Just before he went to Buffalo, but later 
admitted that he had lied. He said that 
when he reached Chicago a boy whom 
he did not know approached him at the 
depot and handed him a packet of 
money. He said the money was for use 
on the Buffalo trip, but that he never 
knew who sent It to him or the Identity 
of the lad who delivered It He then 
explained that moat of the meetings of 
anarchists that he attended at Cleve¬ 
land were held in saloons designated 
by # an anarchist newspaper. Half an 
hour Inter, when the superintendent 
called In the brother and brother-ln-taw 
of the prisoner, he brought the subject 
up again and ?ald: "How* about that 
money you got At Chicago?" 

"What money?" asked the prisoner. 

"Why, the money you told me about 
earlier in the evening,” said the super. 
Intendent. 

"Did I tell you that? I have forgotten 
that I did. I did not get any money. If 
I said so it was not true." 

Another demonstration of the many 
falsehoods told by the prisoner was fur¬ 
nished by Waldeck Czolgosz. He posi¬ 
tively assured Warden Mead that his 
brother Leon could read and write in 
direct contradiction of the oft-repeated 
claim of the prisoner that he was illit¬ 
erate. 


KING EDWARD LOOKS 

TO BE A SICK MAN. 


Drives From HU Palace In a Closed 
Carriage. 


London. Oct. 29.—King Edward to-day 
personally conferred the insignia of 
various orders on 250 to 300 officer* and 
others recently decorated. The Investi¬ 
ture, w*hlch was held In St. James pal¬ 
ace, was attended by all the state cere¬ 
monial for which the King is such a 
stickler. 

While the route between St. James 
Palace and Marlborough House la only a 
few hundred yards long King Edward 
disappointed the crowds today by driv¬ 
ing from his residence to the palace and 
back In an entirely closed carriage. The 
King looked aged and pallid. An Inci¬ 
dent which evoked some comment was 
the presence of 8 lr Francis Laklng, the 
King’s physician, at St. James palace 
to-day. Sir Francis left the palace and 
drove to his home, opposite Marlbor¬ 
ough House, Just before hla Majesty re¬ 
turned there.

EE BO BS FOUND IN INSTRUC¬ 
TIONS TO THE JURY. 


JUDGE BURNAM’S OPINION. 


Harlan County Ballots Spoiled and 
New Set May Not Be Received 
In Time. 


LOUISVILLE WINS A CASE. 


Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
The Judgment of the Hopkins Circuit 
Court In the case of the Commonwealth 
against J. B. Llndle, Wade McIntosh 
and Ed Johnson, In which they were 
convicted of manniaughter and e nsplr- 
aoy In the killing of Henry Taylor, a 
union miner, and sentenced to confine¬ 
ment for two years in the State peni¬ 
tentiary, was reversed by the Court 
of Appeal* to-day, and the case sent 
back to the lower courl for & new trial. 
The whole court considered the case. 
Judge Burnam delivered the opinion ar-d 
Judge Guffy dissented. 

The case has been a hard fought one 
and excited much feeling in the West¬ 
ern Kentucky mining section at the 
time of the trial in the lower court. 
Llndle was a deputy sheriff of Hopk;ns 
county, on duty at one of the mines 
at the time of the killing of Taylor, 
and had summoned Johnson and McIn¬ 
tosh as members of a posse to go with 
him to Boxtown, where the union mine r* 
were assembled, to demand that they. 
In pursuance of a proclamation of the 
sheriff, disband. Taylor was at the head 
of the column of miners. He drew a 
pistol from his pocket and a number 
of shots were fired, Taylor and another 
miner. Bill Cooke, were killed. 

• • • 

Appealed Because of Errors. 

On appeal of the case to the court 
here by the defendants, error In the ad¬ 
mission of evidence and the Instructions 
of the court were alleged. The court 
says In the opinion of to-day that the 
defendants should have been granted a 
continuance under the peculiar facta of 
the case because the Commonwealth 
subpoenaed, with a view of introducing, 
witnesses whose names were not at the 
foot of the Indictment, and that the 
court erred in riot permitting the de¬ 
fense to prove declarations by numbers 
of the United Mine Workers’ Associa¬ 
tion as to the plans and purpoae* of 
the organization to close up the various 
mines In Hopkins county. The court 
says that the seventh, eighth and ninth 
instructions of the court were calcu¬ 
lated to divert the minds of the Jurors 
from the facts upon which the guilt or 
Innocence really turned; that the sixth 
Instruction was erroneous and preju¬ 
dicial; that questions a* to the relative 
rights of the United Mine Workers to 
assemble and march in a peaceable man¬ 
ner. and of the right of the operators 
to protect their property from violence 
and Invasion, should not have been sub¬ 
mitted to the Jury, and that the tenth 
Instruction was an entirely erroneous 
and misleading statement of the law. 
In commenting on the tenth Instruction 
Judge Burnam said:

All that the law required of Llndle wa? 
that he should have In good fatth believed 
ami had reasonable grounds to believe 
that Taylor and the others with him had 
banded themselves together and gor*« 
forth armed for trhe purpose of alarming, 
intimidating or injuring any person or 
persons. If this was true he and the oth¬ 
er defendants summoned by him bad the 
law fill right to dJsptn*' and arrest such 
person without wamnwt and to uee such 
force as was reasonably necessary to ef¬ 
fect this purpose, and If Taylor and those 
with him resisted arrest It whs lawful, if 
necessary to mnkc such arrest, to shoot 
the persons so resisting 

When the case came before the court 
here on appeal Attorney General Breck¬ 
inridge refused, after reading the rec¬ 
ord. to ask nn affirmance of the Judg¬ 
ment of the lower court. The case was 
argued before the court for the defend¬ 
ants by Ollle Jamea, of Marlon, Crit¬ 
tenden county.

Harlan Without Ballots. 

County Clerk Skidmore, of Harlan 
county, to-day notified Secretary of 
State Hill that the official ballots print¬ 
ed for u*e in that county In the elec¬ 
tion next week had been spoiled by the 
printer and cannot be used and re¬ 
quested that new ballots be supplied.

The Autopsy. 

Naturally almost the entire attention 
of the physician* assigned to hold the 
autopsy was directed toward discover¬ 
ing. if possible, whether the assassin 
was In any way mentally Irresponsible. 
The autopry was conducted by Dr! 
Carlos F. MacDonald. E. A. Spltzka and 
Prison Physician Gerin. The top of the 
head was sawed off through the thick¬ 
est iiart of the skull, which was found 
to be of normal thickness, and It was 
the unanimous agreement of the micro¬ 
scopical examination that the brain 
was normal or»slightly above normal 
This demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the physicians that In no way was 
Ozolgosx's mental condition, except as 
It might have been perverted, responsi¬ 
ble for the crime. 

• • • 

Tlie Brain Healthy. 

The autopsy was completed shortly 
before noon, when the surgeons Issued 
th«* following brief statement: 

"The autopsy was made by Mr. Edward 
A. Spltzkn, of New York, under the Im¬ 
mediate sunervlsion and direction at Dr 
Curios F. MucDonald. of New Yotk and 
Dr John Uerln. prison physician. ’ The 
autopsy occupied oxer three hours and 
embraced a careful examination of all the 
bodily organs, including th.- brain. The 
examination revealed a perfectly healthy 
state of all the organs, including the 
brain. 

"All of the physicians who attended th • 
execution were present at the autopsy 
and all concurred in the finding* of the- 
examiners 

"JOHN GERIK. M. D.. 

"CARLOS F. MACDONALD. M. D.. 

"K. A. SPITZKA.” 

Tlie lengthy report prepared this 
afternoon by the autopsy surgeons re¬ 
lated entirely to the brain and was of a 
highly technical character. After sci¬ 
entifically describing to the minutest 
detail the brain of the dead murderer, 
the report concludes as follows: 

No anomalies found. The brain In gen¬ 
eral is well developed, sufficiently marked 
wtth fissures, and the lobes are n normal 
proportion. 

The surgeon* have not yet drawn a 
report on what the autopsy disclosed as 
to the other organ*. 

• • • 

Acid Poured On the Body. 

The body was placed In a black, 
stained, pine coffin, every portion of the 
anatomy bet'ng replaced under the su¬ 
pervision of Dr. Gertn and Warden 
Mead. Shontly afterward It was taken 
to the prison cemetery, and an extra¬ 
ordinary precaution taken to completely 
destroy It A few days ago. under the 
warden's order, an experiment was 
made to determine the power of quick¬ 
lime in the destruction of flesh and 
bone, which was not satisfactory. Ac¬ 
cordingly a carboy of acid was obtained 
and poured upon the body In the ouflln 
after It had been lowered Into the grave. 
Straw’ w’os used In the four corners of 
the grave os the earth was puit In to 
give vent to such gases as might form. 

It Is the belief of the physicians that 
the body wMIl be entirely disintegrated 
w*tthtn twelve hours. During that time 
and as long as deemed necessary a 
guard will be kept over the unmarked 
grave.

Preacher Not Wanted. 


Rev. Cordello Herrick, chaplain of the 
prison.’ was dn the death clumber ready 
for any call that might be made for hla 
services. He w’as not wanted by the 
prisoner, however, and sat quietly in the 
rear of the chamber throughout the ex¬ 
ecution. The clothing and personal ef¬ 
fects of the prisoner were burned, under 
direction of Warden Mead, shortly after 
the execution.

Seek Life Insurance. 


Waldeck Czolgosz And Waldeck Thom¬ 
as Bandowskl, brother and brother-in- 
law’ of the assassin, called at the pris¬ 
on at 2 o'clock this afternoon. They 
sent word in to Warden Mead that they 
wished to see the body of Leon Czol- 
gvwz. The w'orden told them that the 
body had been burled for more than an 
hour, and that if they wished he wmild 
send a guard to guide them to the 
grave. They answered that they did 
not care to go to the cemetery, but that 
they were anxious to arrange for the 
collection of the Insurance on the life 
of the dead murderer and asked that a 
certificate of death be given to them. 
The warden promised them a certifi¬ 
cate, and they departed. The Insur¬ 
ance about which they talked 1 * sup¬ 
posed to be in a fraternal society to 
which the murderer belonged. 

FATHER AT THE WIRE. 

Hears News of Assassin’s Execution 

In Associated Press Office. 

Cleveland. O., Oct. 29.—Next to the 
witnesses In the death chamber at Au¬ 
burn prison, where Leon Czolgo*x's life 
was shocked out of existence, there 
were no more interested witnesses to 
the far-away vindication of justice than 
a little group of men w*ho had gathered 
In the local office of the Associated 
Press to learn of the final act early to¬ 
day. This group Included the next of 
kin, the nearest of all human being* to 
the assassin, his father and two broth¬ 
ers. and half a dozen of his former 
neighbors In this city. 

The same seeming indifference that 
has characterized the member* of the 
Czolgosz family was maintained to the 
end, and when the statement that Leon 


Czolgosz had been put to death was 
told to the old man In Polish his fingers 
twitched nervously for a minute or s<>. a 
suspicion of a tear was seen to come 
Into his dark c-yes and he made a reply 
In Polish to a friend who acted as Inter¬ 
preter. The old man's statement was 
to the effect that Inasmuch as It had 
to be it were better that It )p all over. 

When told of Leon’s regret that he 
had not »»*en his fallur. the assa- rin’s 
parent replied pathetically that had he 
bt?en atfkt-d to g*i to Aubutn he would 
have done so. but tho new* ftom Au¬ 
burn was never assuring and the fa¬ 
ther felt that h» was not wanted, hence 
he remained at h »me. 

The old man said finally that ho 
would not have be r, n a witness to the 
killing of hl« son for the scene would 
have been too much for his paternal 
heart. 

Other than n rurplcion of a tear in 
tho father’s eye there was no sign cf 
grief from him. and the two brothers, 
both younger than Leon, began to ask 
a?* to the probable palnfulneas of the 
electrocution. The party did not wait 
to hear details and soon loft for their 
homes. th*‘ father of the aMassiq to his 
dally work In one of the city's parks, 
th»* two brothers to their respective em¬ 
ployment*. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENTS. 

Execution One of the Most Successful 
Ever Conducted. 

Auburn, N. Y.. Oct. 29.—When the 
body of Czolgosz had been removed 
from the room where he was killed to* 
the autopsy table. Auburn prison re¬ 
turned to the routine of its ordinary 
life. The prisoners, who had been 
locked In their cells, were released at 
7:45 o’clock, and prison work was re¬ 
sumed at once. There was no excite¬ 
ment among the convicts. Scarcely a 
hundred people had gathered outside 
the prison gate to watch the witnesses 
enter and wait until they reappeared. 
The witnesses dispersed quickly, some 
of them leaving for their homes as ear¬ 
ly as 9 o'clock. 

Prison Superintendent Collins made 
the following statement to the Ak«oc 1- 
ated Press: 

Just consider that within about six 
week* from ibe death of his distinguished 
victim Czolgosz was regularly tm*d. < on- 
vierted. sentenced and executed, and this 
despite the fact that the law compelled 
us to give him four weeks to prepare 
for death. All hAs been done In a dig¬ 
nified way, and the greatest credit is due 
to Warden Mend for the care he has 
taken to strip the case of sensationalism. 
The execution was one of the most suc¬ 
cessful ever conducted In tfu* State Ex¬ 
traordinary care had to lie taken in the 
case, because both the Warden and I re¬ 
ceived hundreds of threatening letters 
many of them asserting In violent and 
Intemperate language that tho prisoner 
would never he put in the phair. 

1 have decided for the present that we 
will not destroy any of the hundreds of 
letters written to Czolgosz, the War* 
den and myself u* to the case. Even¬ 
tually they will be destroyed, but It has 
struck me that perhaps wo should make 
a list of them, especially of those let- 
•tors signed with full and proper mum*, 
in which condolence was offered to the

Execution of Czolgosz Celebrated By 
a G. A. R. Post. 

New York, Oct 29.-Czolgosz was 
hanged In effigy at Hempstead. Long 
Island, to-night with elaborate ceremo¬ 
nial, amid hisses, cat calls and groans. 
Moses A. Baldwin, of Post No. 44 . G. A. 
R.. marched with the elaborately-con- 
Ftructed effigy to Smith’s Hotel, where 
It was swung up Into a tree and many 
Pistol shots were fired at It. Rockets, 
Roman candles and red fire were 
burned, and under the swinging effigy 
a fire of tar barrel* was started. Then 
amid the cheers of the thousand or 
more persons who had gathered, the ef¬ 
figy was cut down and allowed to drop 
Into the fire, where it was consumed.

New York, Oct. 29 —[Special.]— 1 'T am 
not saying a word." said Richard 
Croker to the Courier*Journal corre¬ 
spondent to-night.

The Fusionists* Claim. 


Completed reports made to the Re¬ 
publican County Committee after the 
canvasses made In collaboration with 
similar committees In Kings. Queens 
nnd Richmond counties In all the bor¬ 
oughs Indicate that the fusion ticket 
wdll be victorious by a combined major¬ 
ity of 71,200. So pleasing to the fusion 
leaders were the results of the canvass 
In Manhattan and the Bronx that Pres¬ 
ident Morris, of the Republican County 
Committee, last night Issued a state¬ 
ment in which he claimed that in this 
county the ticket headed by Seth Low 
would win by a majority of 29,500. In

net increase bused upon the election re¬ 
turns of last year of 8V* per cent.

GAS ATTRACTS ATTENTION 


Montlcello. Ky., Oct 29.—[Special ] 
Flanagan's well. No. 2, of the Sun Oil 
Company, reported dry and abandoned 
two weeks ago. is turning out a pro¬ 
ducer. After the Sunny Brook level 
was reached and only a trace of oil 
showed, It was thought that the well 
was a failure. Twenty-seven feet more 
of cable was got on the reel by splicing 
and the driller in charge was ordered to 
run it out. This was after work had 
been shut down on a poor showing. 
When the end of the rope was reached 
the hole began filling. 

There la now ninety-four feet of oil 
in the hole, which Is filling at the rate 
of twelve feet a day. 

The well is to be shot by nitro¬ 
glycerine. The ahot Is coming overland 
by wagon from Marietta, O.. a distance 
of 511 miles. 

On the same showing In the Pennsyl¬ 
vania field, this well would be consider¬ 
ed good for one hundred barrel® after 
shooting. It will be the first well to be 
shot in this district, possibly the first 
In Kentucky. The practice has not 
been adopted here owing to the diffi¬ 
culty of transporting the dangerous ex¬ 
plosive, the great distance It has to he 
carried, and the large attending cost. 

It la not known positively what effect 
the charge will have on the rock pe 
cullar to this territory. 

Pennsylvania’s oil rock Is a sand 
formation. This I* limestone. Ohio's Is 
also limestone, and in Ohio the effect of 
nllro-glycerlne shooting has been even 
better than In Pennsylvania.

A Dry Hole. 

Penn Oil Company developed a dry 
hole at Slick ford on Friday last. This 
was the first well there to be put to the 
Sunny Brook depth. All the other wells 
at Slick ford were less than 500 feet, 
mostly 400, and above the black shale. 

The Penn Company had another rig 
up, but the second well will probably 
nut be drilled. This company Is now* 
drilling a new well close to Its great gas 
well on Beaver creek near Sumpter.

Shows Improvement. 

Parnell well, Burwald & Blanchard. 
In the new territory at Parnell, seven 
miles directly west of Montlcello, Is 
showing some Improvement, according 
to reports w'hich cannot be verified at 
present. It Is said to-night that It 
pumped fifteen barrels. This was after 
being shut down two days. This well 
was reported big when she came In 
last week, but the reported production 
went down from forty barrels to two 
and a half upon Investigation.

Crowds from Montlcello and all the 
surrounding country are Journeying to 
the blazing gas well at Sumpter. Night 
before last all the select young men 
and women of Montlcello W'ent out to¬ 
gether on horseback. It i® not un¬ 
usual to meet parties of ten and twenty 
men and women from a distance on 
horses on the narrow mountain roads 
at any hour going or coming.

When the case of former Policeman 
George Hon Ion, charged with murder¬ 
ing Corporal Fred Rlchterkesslng on 
April l, was called yesterday both the 
Commonwealth and the defense an¬ 
nounced ready. The entire day was 
devoted to Impaneling a Jury and the 
outcome was the selection of the fol¬ 
lowing six of the requisite twelve:

Before court was opened. Hanlon, 
with other prisoners, had been brought 
to the courthouse and was allowed to 
walk about In a hall In the rear of the 
court room He shook hands cheerful¬ 
ly with friends and acquaintances. 
During the preliminaries, his wife and 
daughter sat by his side and he was 
frequently Bepn to speak to his wife, 
as If on some jocular subject. 

The court room was full of those 
drawn there by real interest and mor¬ 
bid curiosity.

The witnesses of the CommonwealtH 
were called and Mr. Blitz announced 
ready. 

The defendant's witnesses were then 
called and Mr. Merrlt O'Neal an¬ 
nounced ready for his side. ) 

Judge Barker ordered a separation 
of all • w itnesses except those as to 
character Mr. Blitz dissented to this 
and Mr. O'Neal agreeing. Judge Barker 
ordered a separation as to all tvit nesses. 

The entire pane! of twenty-four Jurors 
was then sworn by Deputy Circuit Clerk 
Warwick Miller. They were asked the 
usual questions in murder trials by 
Judge Barker, and the following were 
excused because they had conscientious 
scruples as to inflicting the death pen¬ 
alty:

American cotton Is, as wo have already 
irta-ted, 11,000.000 bales, hence ther* Is 
apt to be use for every pound the sun¬ 
ny South can produce. 


The Cotton Crop. 

It la a famous spell of good weather 
which the whole South is enjoying and 
has been enjoying for two weeks. One 
of the good things about it is that every 
day the frost stays off means about 
80,000 to 40,000 more bales of cotton. The 
great Southern staple has had a hard 
year of it, but luckily there have been 
no killing frosts and until they come 
cotton will keep on growing and every 
pound with be needed. Even now there 
are predictions that Texas will produce 
a yield of •Tops'* which had been given 
up by the croakers for months, and 
•‘tops'* mean a great deal of cotton and 
also a great deal of money. 

Cotton Is cheap now and the larger 
the yield, the cheaper It may be, but 
there arc Indications of a big revival 
In the cotton spinning Industry, in 
Which case the world will use all that 
can be harvested and will want more. 
Thomas Silicon, the British statistician, 
locks for a crop of about 10.G30.000 bales, 
but the consensus of Southern opinion 
puts the yield at not exceeding 10,000,-* 
000 bales, and the biggest "bear” on 
cotton does not venture a prediction of 
over 11,000,000. As the consumptive re¬ 
quirements of American cotton are lb- 
000,000 bails per annum. It can be seen 
that there will be no overproduction In 
any ctije. The Weather Bureau report 
yesterday wna not encouraging to the 
expectation of a large yield, notwith¬ 
standing the two weeks of excellent 
weather »n tho cotton belt. The Gov¬ 
ernment report or. October 4 put the 
crop oondttlon at 61.4, which Is the low- 
•st since 1890, but since then there have 
been improved conditions. However, 
the heavy movement which is now go¬ 
ing on has put the market down after 
a sharp advance, but this cannot lost 
always. 

The textile situation is much better. 
The Pall River mills lost week com¬ 
plained that they had half a million 
pieces of pr.at cloth which they were 
offering under three cecits, but could 
not sell. Since then Mr. MattticW Bor¬ 
den has bought what he could at three 
oents and is now bidding three and 
one-eighth without finding sellers. It is 
noticeable that drygoods met). In this 
City at lews', have been buying heavily 
of cotton goods as though they had 
oomv? to the conclusion the price was 
going no lower. Such a supposition is 
certainly reasonable in view* of the late 
ami short crop. Activity in cotton goods 
might then give an advance of as much 
as two cents a pound before the cotton 
year ta haff gone. The world’s spinning 
consumption is 13,000,000 to 14,000.000 
bales per annum. Last year the world's 
crop was 13.860.000 bales and the con¬ 
sumption was 13.700,000 bales. The es¬ 
timate of the consumption this year oC 


How It Works. 

Some of the Northern papers are 
laughing at us and some of them arc 
abusing us; but all of them betray a 
curious misinformation and a signal 
lack of reflection In their comments 
upon the newly-revived agitation of the 
Negro question brought about by the 
Booker Washington incident. 

At the North there Is no race prob¬ 
lem. The Northern people apply to the 
negro of the South a purely speculative 
philosophy. With us the question Is 
real and tangible. It goes down deep 
Into the marrow both of our body cor¬ 
porate and our body politic, our do¬ 
mestic ethics and our labor system. We 
have it with us morning, noon and 
night. We have It for breakfast, dinner 
and supper. We cannot get away from 
It, and yet the visionary and the par¬ 
tisan nmong our enemies vie with one 
.pother which shall most malign us, 
'^lch shall give us most trouble. They 
make the race question harder for us 
and harder for the blacks. The oblit¬ 
eration of the color line can never be 
effected, but. If It could be, It would 
be to the ruin of berth races. Yet this 
Is the point tho extremists are driving 
at and always have been driving at. 

Miscegenation was the objective point 
of Fred Douglass' scheme of regenera¬ 
tion for the African. In his old age he 
married a whHe woman. Speaking to 
his own people as late as the autumn 
of 1883, he said: 

"There Is but one destiny. It seems to 
me. left to us, and that Is to make our¬ 
selves, to be made by others, a part of 
the American people In every sense of 
tho word. Assimilation not Isolation ts 
our true policy and our natural destiny. 
Unification for us Is life. Separation Is 
death." 

Does not the President agree with 
this? Emancipation, enfranchisement, 
social equality. What next. If not In¬ 
termarriage? Abraham Lincoln thought 
otherwise. But the Higher Law people 
inculcated the doctrine, and, tempera¬ 
mentally, Mr. Roosevelt would seem to 
belong to that school rather than to the 
more conservative school of the old 
Conscience Whigs. If he does not mean 
to bring the negro question once more 
to the front on these advanced lines, 
what does he mean? 

The ready answer Is that he means 
nothing except civility to a worthy 
man; but, In a case like this, very much 
more Is Implied. Behind the Implication 
stands a wall of Ignorance on one side 
and a wall of prejudice on the other 
side. The President rushes In where 
angels might dare not tread. He has 
no conception of the ground he is break¬ 
ing. Sfteaklng in the Jocular vein, he 
Is "a broncho buster." and will know 
more when he Is older. The trouble is 
that he Is now President and the South 
cannot wait. Before he has learned 
wisdom the harm may have been done. 
It was a very young man. was it not, 
who fired the Ephesian dome? And the 
President- he too is a young, if not a 
very young, man. 

To make a practical Illustration of the 
case, w*e are having a municipal elec¬ 
tion here In Louisville. The local 
Republican ticket to a man In¬ 
dorses Theodore Roosevelt, Its Re¬ 
publican President They, too, want 
to eliminate the color line. They, 
too, by approving the Booker 
Washington Incident, are for social 
equality. This means not merely black 
men In office—black men on the police 
force—black men In the fire department 
—black men at the City Hall and in the 
Law Courts—but the disruption of our 
labor system and Interminable friction. 
It means & black eye for Louisville In 
Its seat yof trade. What wonder that 
the white people of the city, without 
regard to party, will vote this scheme 
down by an overwhelming majority. 

Our Northern critics should be either 
more candid, or else more circumspect, 
if they would be Just and honest. 


Direct Nominations. 

The Boston Globe publishes a sym¬ 
posium in which six contributors un¬ 
dertake to answer the question. "Is the 
nominating convention doomed by the 
system of direct nomination?" They 
all declare In favor of direct nomina¬ 
tion, a unanimity which suggests that 
they were selected because they were 
known to favor the system. This is 
strengthened by the fact that most of 
them have been directly connected with 
legislation in favor of it Nevertheless, 
only one answered the question In the 
affirmative without any qualifications. 

The question here discussed relates 
to an experiment now being tried In 
Boston. In 1899 the General Court 
(Legislature) of Massachusetts passed 
an act providing for nominating can¬ 
didates for Aldermen In Boston by vote 
In caucuses. This year it was extended 
to tho choice of State Senators in Suf¬ 
folk county. The reason why was 
limited to one county was that it was 
understood that a bill to extend it 
throughout the State would have been 
overwhelmingly defeated. It took three 
years’ hard work to get a bill through 
to try it In one county. It has been 
pressed chiefly by the % Democrats, 
though, of course. It required Repub¬ 
lican assistance to get It through the 
Legislature. 

How the system works In practice Is 
thus explained by one of the writer*: 

"At the Democratic caucus in the 
Sixth Suffolk district there were 5.755 vote* 
cast for the three candidates. The si»c- 
resaful one secured 2.737 votes. Under the 
convention system the choice would have 
been made by a convention composed of 
only seventy-seven persons, thirty-nine of 
whom could confer the nomination. The 
Republican caucuses t« the Seventh Suf¬ 
folk district polled 8,308 votes for the two 
candidate*, tho winner securing the voles 
of 1,686 persons. In the convention, com¬ 
posed of fifty-three delegates, he would 
have needed tho votes of only twenty-sev- 
en. The now system will grow In popu¬ 
larity. because It brings the choice of 
public servants closer to the people. They 
will demand that It be extended a* far 
as practicable. Only experience can dem¬ 
onstrate how far It can be carried." 

The arguments la favor of this sys¬ 


tem consist mainly of the familiar ob¬ 
jections to conventions. The Influence 
of the party leaders In dictating can¬ 
didates. the trickerv. the manipulation, 
the suspense, the Infidelity of delegates, 
corruption, and the like are urged, and 
it is scarcely necessary to enlarge upon 
them, as they are familiar to the read¬ 
er. At the same time It is pretty well 
understood that not all of these evils 
can be eliminated by any system of 
nomination which It is possible for 
human ingenuity to devise. Most of 
the writers concede that the sphere of 
this species of nomination Is limited 
to minor political business, but one of 
them declares himself In favor of It for 
all State officers and members of Con¬ 
gress, and would gladly approve of It. 
If It could be accomplished, for nomina¬ 
tions for President of the United 
States. 

This direct nomination appears not to 
differ, except in minor details, from the 
system of primary elections prevalent 
In many other States. The theoretical 
argument In favor of such primaries Is 
very strong, and in many cases It Is 
absolutely necessary to hold them In 
order to preserve party harmony and 
satisfy a public demand. In practice, 
however, they have not all answered 
the expectations that were cherished 
before they were tried. They have 
often proved quite satisfactory, but in 
other cases it has been demonstrated 
that they are by no means free from all 
of the objections urged against con¬ 
ventions. The question of expense Is 
one that receives much attention, and 
this Is also urged against the system 
under trial In Boston. It Is admitted 
by one of Its advocates that it tends 
to keep "men of small means and large 
•talents" from offering themselves as 
candidates. 

The complaint that under the con¬ 
vention system the people are restricted 
In their choice to the men who have 
thrust themselves forward as candi¬ 
dates does not seem to be met by the 
plan of direct nominations. To be sure, 
every voter may cast his vote for any 
eligible candidate, but that would gen¬ 
erally mean throwing his vote away. 
It will be seen from the extract quoted 
above that in one case there were only 
Hro contestants and In the other but 
three. There are many political evils 
that Inhere In the nature of man. and 
which cannot be eliminated by any 
system of making nominations, how¬ 
ever excellent In itself.

There is not a charlatan or rascal In 
politics who does not attempt to ad- 
vance his selfirh and swindling schemes 
by claiming to be the champion of the 
working people. 

Socialism, anarchism and most of the 
other isms urged by those who would 
tear down society In preference to work 
Ing for a living, arc urged by those who 
seek to give such nostrums some re¬ 
spectability by insisting that they are 
for the benefit of the working people. 

And yet this whole brood have a su¬ 
preme contempt for working people who 
honestly work, especially when they 
succeed in bettering their own condition 
by their work. 

That real working people have not 
suffered more than they have from the 
mouthings of mountebanks and adven¬ 
turers is due to the fact that the world 
has a pretty accurate estimate of these 
slanderers of honest labor, and knows 
pretty well the motives of what they 
say. 

Contrndictoiy Stories. 

We have now two statement* purport¬ 
ing to come from eye-witneasea of the 
abduction of Miss Ellen II. 8tone. The 
two stories are absolutely Irreconcil¬ 
able. 

Konstantin© Pitsin, the Bulgarian 
horsekeeper, says his party consisted of 
six women and three men. Including 
Gregory T&Jlka and himself, and that 
they were held up by a party of ten 
men who spoke only Turkish. Afterward 
the brigands were Joined by twenty- 
two. and Miss Stone and Mrs. Tallka 
were taken away. Subsequently Pitsin 
was beaten and kicked into unconscious¬ 
ness because he would not say that the 
captors were Bulgarians. 

Gregory Tallka, the husband of Mrs. 
Tsilka, Mibs Stone’s companion, writes 
from Salonica, saying that the 
capture took place on Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber X. which Is much later than the 
date fixed in former reports. He placet 
the seizure on the same road as Pitsin. 
but this Is about the only point of agree¬ 
ment, He says that he was In a large 
party, which would hardly apply to that 
described by the Bulgarian keeper of 
horse. He says they suddenly found 
themselves surrounded by a party of 
about thirty armed with Improved rifles. 
They took Miss Stone and Mrs. 
Tsilka away And kept him and his com¬ 
panions till next morning. He says 
nothing of the nationality of the cap- 
tors. hut he mentions that they had 
captured a Turk and that they beat, 
stabbed and killed him. This is not 
consistent with the story of Pitsin that 
the captors were all Turks. 

Both these men must be familiar with 
the various races that Inhabit or infest 
that region. Presumably, they know 
more or less of the languages spoken 
there, for In that section It Is necessary 
for men of affairs to have at least a 
smattering of several languages. The 
object of Pitsin Is evidently to create 
the impresison that the bandits were 
not Bulgarians. On the other hand, 
Tsilka, being Jn a Turkish town, might 
be afraid to express himself on that 
point. But his mention of an outrage 
committed on a Turk, the only allusion 
he makes to any nationality, strongly 
suggests that the bandits were not 
Turks, but Bulgarians or Macedonians. 
If both the stories are authentic, which 
Is doubtful, it Is impossible to believe 
that both witnesses are telling the whole 
truth 


At a recent funeral sermon In Missis¬ 
sippi one of the auditors became so dis¬ 
gusted at the praise which the preacher 
was piling on the deceased that he drew 
his revolver and began shooting at the 
reverend gentleman. If this thing con¬ 
tinues the delivery of a successful fu¬ 
neral sermon will yet become one of 
the fine arts. Over In Indluna not long 
ago a funeral preacher came near be¬ 
ing mobbed because he was too extreme 
In his criticism of the departed. 


Says the Philadelphia Inquirer:

AJdormnn John Ryans, who for some 
time past has been working for the po¬ 
sition of Wharf master, resigned Inst 
night from the Board of Aldermen In 
order to help his chances, and Mr. Louis 
Vissman was elected In Joint session to 
serve oi»t the remainder of the term. 
Mr. Vissmarv had a chance to vote once 
last night, and he will be given the op- 
port unity of attending one more meet¬ 
ing of the Connell Saturday night. That 
will be the extent of his service, since 
the election of a new' General Council 
will take place next Tuesday. 

When the two board® had assembled 
In Joint session. President Reed, of the 
Board of Aldermen, took the chair. 
Clerk Davis assumed the book. The 
roll-call showed thirty Aldermen and 
Councllmen present. After the resolu¬ 
tion calling for a Joint session to elect 
a successor to Mr. Ryans had been 
read. Alderman Rubel proposed the 
name of Louis Vissman. 

Then the roll was called, and straight 
down the line every man answered 
"Vermin." 

"I declare that Louis Vissman. hav¬ 
ing received the largest number of 
votes, is hereby elected Alderman for 
the remainder of the term," said Pres¬ 
ident Reed. Then the Joint session 
arose. 

The resolution to spend $10,000 on an 
lrweeLigation of the Water Company 
was adopted by the lower board over 
the Mayor's veto. The resolution by 
which the city will purchase nil tele¬ 
phone supplies from the Home Tele¬ 
phone Company At the company's prices 
waa also passed over the Mayor's veto. 

In the upper hoard the name of Mr. 
Addison Lee, a w’ell-known expert title 
almt rant or, was recommended by Col. 
Stone for the position of abstractor of 
titles In the City Attorney’s office. The 
Aldermen went Into executive session, 
then turned down the recommendation. 

The Aldermen and Councllmen split 
on the matter of Dr. J. E. Cashln’s fee 
for examining the waters of Goose 
creek. The Aldermen thought $500 a 
perfectly fair price for the work, but 
the sclent l Ac minds in the Council 
thought $300 a proper charge. A Joint 
committee will decide the matter. 

UPPER BOARD. 

Wire Ordinance Amended — Col. 
Stone’s Nominee Rejected — New 
Member Takes His Seat—Home 
Telephone Stockholders. 

President Reed called the upper 
board to order with ten members pres¬ 
ent. Aldermen Munn and Ryans being 
absent. An amendment to the under¬ 
ground wire ordinance as passed by the 
lower board was read. This amend¬ 
ment was to the effect that no wire 
company should be allowed to place Its 
poles so that the currents passing 
through Its wires would In any way 
Interfere with the wires or currents of 
another company. This amendment 
was passed. 

Several ordinances regulating the 
paving of parts of Transit avenue were 
passed. 

An adjourning resolution to Saturday 
night was read and adopted. Then the 
chair appointed Mr. Ballard a commit¬ 
tee of one to take the resolution to the 
lower board. Several small ordinances 
presented by the Streets Committee of 
the Eastern district and Western dis¬ 
trict were passed. 

The claim of Dr. J. E. Cashln for 
analyzing the w'ater of Goose creek 
came up as amended by the lower 
board, reduced from $500 to $300 The 
Finance Committee reported against 
the amendment. Mr. Bohmer and oth¬ 
ers spoke In favor of paying In full. 
When It was put to the vote ten Aider- 
men thought that the work was worth 
$600. Dr. Hart was the appointee to 
take It to the low'er beard with an ex¬ 
planation why Dr. Cashin should be 
paid in full. 

A communication from City Attorney 
Stone appointing Addison W. Lee. a 
well-known title expert, to the position 
of abstractor of titles, was presented. 

Mr. Ballard made a motion to go Into 
executive session, but President Reed 
asked that he delay until another com¬ 
munication could be read. 

e • • 

Alderman Ryans Resigns. 

This was a short note to the effect 
that John Ryans resigned as Alder¬ 
man, and asked thnt the resignation 
take effect immediately. The resigna¬ 
tion was promptly accepted. Mr. Ryans 
Is a candidate for Wharf master. 

Mr. Ballard’s resolution was then put 
and the board went Into executive ses¬ 
sion. 

After ten minutes the doors were 
opened, and then Mr. Rubel moved 
that the recommendation of Col. Stone 
be rejected. The recommendation was 
rejected unanimously. 

A resolution for a Joint session at 9 15 
o’clock to elect Mr. Ryans' successor 
was passed, but this was amended to 
9:30 o’clock, when It was found that 
the lower board could not finish busi¬ 
ness In time 

After the passage of several minor 
street ordinances a recess was called 
until th? Joint session for the election 
of nn Alderman In place of Mr. Ryans, 
resigned. 

The after session In the upper board 
was short. President Reed appoint'd 
Aldermen Rubel and Ballard a commit¬ 
tee to escort the new member to his 
scat. Mr. Vissman cmne between them. 

"Here he is and ready to make a 
speech," exclaimed Mr. Ballard, but 
the new member would not. 

After Mr. Vissman had solemnly 
sworn that he had never fought a duel, 
carried a challenge, or done anything 
else to render him Ineligible, he was 
duly declared a member of the Board 


of Aldermen. George W. Check becom¬ 
ing his surety.

Home Telephone Stockholders. 

A communication from the Mayor, 
vetoing the resolution by which the 
city w'ould be compelled to buy Its ma¬ 
terial from the Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany' for the erection of a police and 
fire alarm system, was received and 
read. Mr. Colston moved for a recon¬ 
sideration. and, after this had been se¬ 
cured, moved the adoption of the orig¬ 
inal resolution, the Mayor’a veto not¬ 
withstanding. Mr. Ballard made the 
point that In cities of the first class It 
was against the law for stockholders 
In a corporation to vote on a matter 
pertaining to that corporation. He 
urged that all Aldermen who might be 
stockholders of the Home Telephone 
Company should refrain from voting. 
President Reed and Alderman Conrad 
declared themselves stockholders and 
refrained. 

Mr. Ballard called for the "ayes" and 
noes to find that he was the only mem¬ 
ber of the board In favor of supporting 
the Mayor's veto. 

The old Dixon Crematory Company's 
claim for $21,980 went through unani¬ 
mously. 


LOWER BOARD. 

Resolutions Adopted Over the May¬ 
or’s Veto—Dr. Cashin’s Fee Causes 
Discussion—Telephone Matter Up. 

Twenty-one members were present In 
the lower board, with President Stern 
In the chair, when Mr. Meriwether made 
hi* usual prayer that the "real mur¬ 
derer might be found."

Then a communication from Mayor 
Weaver vetoing the ordinance which 
appropriated $ 10,000 for an investigation 
of the Louisville Water Company was 
road. After some warm speeches, the 
vote was reconsidered and the resolu¬ 
tion passed over the Mayor’s veto. 

The second veto to be received from 
the Mayor was of the resolution In¬ 
structing the City Attorney to buv the 
only outstanding share of stock of the 
Louisville Water Company, the said 
snare now being the property of the W\ 
R. Ray r estate. The Mayor gave a* his 
reason that the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners had already appointed 
Mr. Herrmann and Mr. Wood a com¬ 
mittee to get that share. 

A half dozen speeches were made to 
«how that the Councllmen were sure 
that the Council knew its own business, 
rhen the vote was reconsidered and 
the resolution passed over the Mayor's 
veto. 

Mr. Ballard arrived from the upper 
board with a resolution fixing the date 
of the next meeting as Saturday even¬ 
ing at 8 o’clock. This was concurred 
In. 

The bond of Dick Batman, appointed 
as a bookkeeper In the office of the City 
Attorney, was read, referred and later 
approved. 

City Controller Hancock presented a 
handsomely engrossed copy of the reso¬ 
lutions Adopted by the Council on the 
dea h of President McKinley. The work 
had been done by Miss Mary Hein- 
sohn. The Councllmen promptly allowed 
a voucher of $28.50 for the wt.rk, and 
adopted a resolution complimenting 
Miss Helnsohn on the splendid and 
beautiful work she had done.

Cashin Fee Comes Up. 

Alderman Hart now arrived from the 
upper board to say that his board had 
refused to concur In the resolution cut¬ 
ting down the pay of Dr. J. E. Cashin 
for examining the water of Goose crook 
from $;>00 to $300. The AJdermen were 
sure the work was worth $500. 

Without hesitation the Councllmen 
plunged Into the depths of science. 
Science was an overestimated field, 
they thought; they were sure the work 
£. P r - Cashin was worth no more limn 
$300. and against the voices of the Al¬ 
dermen, the Courultmen voted to turn 
down the resolution.” However, as a con¬ 
cession. Mr. Blakey was appointed a 
committee of one to confer with Dr.

Councllmen Wright and Meriwether, 
a special committee, reported In favor 
of passing over the Mavor’B veto the 
resolution Instructing the City Attor¬ 
ney to draw up a contract with the 
Home Telephone Company for the put¬ 
ting in of a complete police and fire 
alarm system. This resolution provides 
that all material shall be furnished by 
tho Home Telephone Company at Its 
rales. 

Mr. Blakey In a straightforward 
business talk showed that the Mayor 
was right because the material could 
certainly be purchased cheaper in the 
open market.

After the Joint session the loweV 
board passed a resolution declaring 
Saturday, November 2. a half holiday 
and then adjourned. 

FATAL FIOHT IN WEST VIRGINIA 

On© Man Killed and a Man and Wom¬ 
an Are Wounded. 

Wheeling, W. Va.. OcL 30.—Last 
night at 11 o’clock Dr. S. T. Lowther, 
of New Martinsville, a river town thir¬ 
ty-five miles below Wheeling, returned 
home from the Interior of the State. On 
the street, near his drug store, while 
in company with his wife and daugh- 
ter-ln-law. he met Friend Cox. an oil 
contractor. Joe Yacger and Clifford An¬ 
derson. A shooting melee followed, both 
shies par lclpotlng. and Cox was shot 
through the head and killed Instantly. 
Dr. Lowther was seriously wounded and 
Mm. Lowther was shot through the 
right lung. Both may die. At an early 
hour this morning a Coroner’s Jury is 
holding an Inquest. Dr. Lowther'a lit¬ 
tle girl, an eyewitness, tes Ifies that 
Cox s^hot and killed himself, but this is 
not credited. Cox and his wife sepa¬ 
rated some months ago, and from that 
date started the enmity between Cox 
and Lowther. 


DISCUSSED SITUATION 

IN PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Cabinet Decides Not To Reduce Mil¬ 
itary Force There At Present- 


Washington. Oct. 29.—A considerable 
part of the Cabinet meeting to-day was 
devoted to a consideration of the mili¬ 
tary situation In the Philippines. 

After hearing Secretary Root’s report 
and discussing the situation thorough¬ 
ly. the Cabinet decided that there was 
no present occasion to suspend the re¬ 
duction in the United States military 
forces In the Philippines. The original 
policy, therefore, will prevail, and It 
will not be necessary. It is understood, 
to send to the Philippines at once the 
half-dozcri regiments selected for the 
service last week. 

The President announced that he had 
completed practically the Th ink*givlng 
proclamation and It would be promul¬ 
gated In a few* days. 

While no public statement has been 
made on the subject, it Is known that 
President Roosevelt has nearly com¬ 
pleted his message to be delivered to 
Congress at Its session In December.

Citizens May Have To Be Examined 
By Colored Deputies In Trans¬ 
acting Official Business. 


SATURDAY NIGHT’S MEETING. 


The - heartiest of welcomes was ex¬ 
tended Mr. Charles F. Grainger at the 
outdoor meeting held last night at 
Fourth avenue and P street by the 
South Louisville Democratic Club. 

Other speaker* had preceded Mr. 
Grainger and w f ere also made to feel 
that they were among friend*. 

Mr. Grainger quickly caught the ear 
of his audience by giving the record of 
the Republican General Council In its 
appropriation for aew'crs. In which the 
people of South Louisville and other 
.outlying portions of the city are so 
deeply interested. 

Mr. Grainger said that when he went 
before the Joint Finance Committee two 
years ngo, he asked it to listen to the 
question of sewer*. 

"I said that we needed $1,000,000. not 
to be spent in one year, but that we 
ought to start a large sewer In some 
section where It was needed, and when 
I suggested $500,000 the members 
laughed at me and gave us $44,000. They 
paid no heed to this great need of the 
city’s suburb*." 

Mr. Grainger then said that, w'hlle 
the taxpayer w'anted a low tax rate, 
he preferred health at a $2 rate to dis¬ 
ease at a $1.25 rate. The history of 
New Orleans’ futile warfare with yel¬ 
low fever wns clearly portray©J—until 
the city catered upon the creation of a 
comprehensive system of sewage and 
the Improvement of Its streets. 

"The people of Nw Orleans voted $1?,- 
000.000 for streets and $14,000,000 for 
sewers. Here we can take $3,000,000 or 
$4,000,000 and capture every chill in the 
suburbs." 

Mr. Grainger, In a dignified way. re¬ 
sented the invidious comparison made 
between himself and Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington by Mr. John A. StrAtton, and 
concluded this port of his remarks by 
saying: 

"The chair of -the Mayor of Louisville 
Is not for the use of a negro." 

The first speaker was Mr. H. 8. Mc¬ 
Nutt, the nominee for State Senator 
from the Thirty-sixth district. After a 
handsome tribute to Mr. Grainger, 
whose "whose fife 1« an open/book for 
all to read." Mr. McNutt referred to the 
unity of spirit and action In the Demo¬ 
cratic party, and said that his opponent, 
Maj. Thomas H. Hays, while posing as 
an Independent Democrat, was a Re¬ 
publican. 

"I was nominated by a majority of 
the w'hite people of this district,* he 
said. "He was nominated by the crack 
of Sapp's whip." 

Mr. Herman D. Newcomb, nominee 
for the Legislature from the Forty- 
fourth district, followed In a strong ad 
dress, appealing to citizens of all parties 
to vote the Democratic ticket, and thus 
most effectually place the stamp of 
their disapprobation on the fraud of the 
Republican primary’ & n d Its offspring, 
the ticket nominated at the Republican 
convention. 

Mr Newcomb tersely referred to the 
danger of the negroes holding office by 
referring to the former County As¬ 
sessor’s office. 

"Mr. W. A. Meriwether, one of the 
Republican nominees, when County Aa- 
»ewr. had negro deputies. If elected 
County Clerk, he would doubtless put 
in negro deputies. In this State, your 
wives. In signing de»»ds. mu*t be ex¬ 
amined apart from their husbands. Do 
you relish that Idea?" 

Mr. W. J. Semonln. who has been an 
untiring worker In the campaign, was 
called upon for an address. He made 
one. and to the point. 

"I thank you for your past support," 
he said. "If you elect me County Clerk, 
there will be no negro deputies in my 
office." 

Mr. James P. Edwards, the nominee 
for the Legislature In the Forty-eighth 
district, delivered a v**ry strong address. 
In presenting the ta^ues involved In the 
contest and In urging that there be no 
cessation In the fight, he said: 

"1 would give you the advice given 
a country magistrate wlio was trying 
a case In a country store between two 
factions. A fight ensued and every 
man broke for a barrel of ax-handles. 
The magistrate shouted: ’Peace,' and 
some one yelled back: 

‘"Git you an ax-handle and go to 
fighiln’.* 

"You do the same." 

Mr. J. O. Hlmrall closed the meeting 
In an address In which he laid chief 
strews on the fact thnt Louisville w'as 
mainly dependent ou the South for Us 
trade. 

"Every city In the South is Demo¬ 
cratic, and if Louisville wishes to keep 
and extend Its trade It must have a 
Democratic government." 

Tht? splendid condition of the Demo¬ 
crats In South Louisville la largely due 
to the efforts of Mr. Michael Reichert, 
who presided at lust night's meeting, 
lie Is one of the most prominent citizens 
of that section of tho city, nnd is held 
tn the highest regard by all.

Mr. Hamlin Garland’s lecture at 
Music Hall last night on th© "Joy* of 
the Trail" was a word painting such 
as might be expected from a man whose 
fame as a writer rests on his talent for 
getting near to nature and Imparting 
the spirit to his readers. 

Mr. Garland Introduced his lecture by 
remarking that he had contemplated 
nn apology to the ladles of the audi¬ 
ence for taking them upon the hard¬ 
ships of the trail, but. since he would 
only ask them to accompany him In 
Imagination, he thought It unneces¬ 
sary. 

The lecturer gave a vivid description 
of the physical characteristics of a 
white man’s trail—a narrow path, too 
narrow for a cart or two horses 
abreast, threading Its way over moun¬ 
tains and plains, across rivers and ra¬ 
vines, encountering every natural ob¬ 
stacle that might be looked for In un¬ 
trodden valleys and virgin forests, 
toward a certain end; Indefinite In tba 
beginning, but with a purpose that dig¬ 
nified It above the trail of the savage. 
The skirting of the lakes In a manner 
that would seem to Indicate that those 
who trod the path first had in view tho 
exhibiting of all the beauties of the 
natural scenery, the flowers that bloom 
along the path In the solitudes, and the 
winding of the trail around the moun¬ 
tain—these were pictured In a manner 
that carried the audience with the lec¬ 
turer far nway from the conventional¬ 
ism of fife. 

Mr. Garland described the trail of tho 
savage as different from the trail of 
the white man. Th© trail of the sav¬ 
age zigzags across the plain and ap¬ 
proaches the mountain in a doubtful 
manner. Natural obstacles are care¬ 
fully uvoided by the savage. Since time 
is not u matter of consideration to him, 
the avoidance of the labor of surmount¬ 
ing difficulties seems his maJn design

The mem¬ 
bers are all girls and their eyes flash 
as they tell the story of how they were 
swindled! 

Their greatest grief Is not at the loss 
of their money, but at the shattering 
of their ambitions. for Mr. Murray had 
promised to convert them "Into stars 
of the first magnitude." The majority 
of the girls were housemaids, and they 
now find themselves without money or 
position. The detectives have been ap¬ 
pealed to and are attempting to locate 
the promoter of operas. 

Murray came to Louisville about two 
week* ago. He inserted an advertise¬ 
ment In one of the afternoon papers 
requesting all girls for whom the stage 
held an attraction, to visit him at 634 
Third avenue. 

The advortlsemewt was not barren of 
results, and about twenty-five girls 
visited the appointed place. They 
found Murray an attractive man. He 
talked well, was handsome, about six 
feet tali and about thirty-Ave years 
of age. He also possessed considerable 
tact. 

"Beauty Is essential. Without it you 
have no chance of being seen in Blue 
Beard." he said, and of course the girls 
felt flattered when they were engaged 
on the spot 

Minma Rogers, a housegirl. was ac¬ 
cepted. Marie Faulkenberg. Annie 
DulTin and Jennie Lyons, all of whom 
are employed In the same capacity by 
West-end citizens, were also engaged.

Yes¬ 
terday. feeling that the time was ripe 
to begin action to inaugurate a cam¬ 
paign that would result In a united effort 
before the Assembly, he called a meet¬ 
ing of his associates on the club’s di¬ 
rectorate, and at 4:30 o’clock a large 
majority of the members of the board 
were present.

President Dallam ask¬ 
ed for a free expression of thought from 
the directors. With one accord they an¬ 
nounced readiness to enlist for 120 days' 
service, as it were, in the cause of 
"Needed Legislation*'—sixty days prior 
to the convening of the two houses at 
the State capital, and sixty days dur¬ 
ing the session.

The committee announces that It will 
be glad to hear suggestions from any 
source and to co-operate with any other 
Louisville or out-ln-the-Statc commit 
tees working to the same end. As ev¬ 
ery section of Kentucky has commer 
cial bodies similar to the one here, 
there Is every reason to believe that a 
union of the forces will present surh 
an array of the best representation for 
Kentucky interests that the General 
Assemblymen will turn a willing ear 
to the appeals to be made. 

One of the bills in contemplation 
looks to a modification of the double- 
liability law, so only banks and trust 
companies will have this responsibility 
to stockholders.

ROOT IS IN FINE CONDITION. 


Hart and Beaupcholte Wind Up Their 
Training For Friday Night’s 
Contest.

J nkTMY RYAN, of Australia, but 
who ha* rial mod Louisville as his 
home for the past three years, will 
experience the turning point in hi* 
eiare^r to-night at Music Hall.

Ryan expects 
to cut right in and fight as fast and as 
bard as he car. until he wins or los-s. He 
h«s spent all the money ho has made be¬ 
ing "a good fellow.’’ but IT he should hap. 
f*n to defeat Root. It would mean thou¬ 
sand* of dollars to him In future matches 
alone. 

Root arrived In the city early yesterday 
tnomlng and procedeed at once to Bruen*® 
place, where Beauscholte is training 
Root’s manager, Louis M. Houseman, and 
Bat Mastrrs»*»n. the noted lX*nver refers®, 
will arrive here this morning, having left 
Chicago Ih.-h night. 

Root and Boauscholte did their roA<l 
work together yesterday, and boxed six 
fast rounds In tbs afternoon. Both of 
these Chicago boxers look to be In tin© 
condition and tYt to go the route. 

Root saKl last night that he thought he 
would heat ‘’Australian’’ Jimmy Ryan to¬ 
night. although hs did not hold Ryan 
cheaply, as he had boxed him before, and 
be considered the Australian a tough prop¬ 
osition—a man who always had a dang.-r- 
ous right-hand punch that would puL any 
boxer out of the busines* If it landed on 
the spot. 

•I will be careful to keep out of the way 
of this awful right of Ryari’a. .hough, and 
ad minister a few of my favorite straight 
leads that I think will bother Ryan *<>m®, 
as they always have.” said Root. ”Rynn 
I* an old ring general and a hard nmn to 
beat.” 

Root thinks well of BMWUwholie and fays 
be has a chance with any middleweight 
In the business right now. ”0 1 course. 1 
can't tell how’ good a man Marvin Hart is. 
as It was reported he ’.va* a ®ick man 
some two months ago. and it is pretty 
hard for a man to ’'round to” so quickly, 
but I will give you a tip—Hart will have 
to be at hia best to beat B«iuscholte. 

“While I do not wont to boost myself, 

I think I am fairly clever a n c. boxer, 
and 1 will say 1 have boxed with fcbau- 
•cholte several times In training, and he

Jbn Jeffries promises to be an over¬ 
whelming favorite In the coming cham¬ 
pionship buttle, say* n special from San 
Francisco, fits admirer* will have to give 
long odds, possibly $100 to 93‘y On Ac¬ 
count of the frequency of winners *>n 
the short end Rtihlln will have consider¬ 
able support.

London. Oct. 29.—President Roose¬ 
velt’s article In the Fortnightly Review’ 
on “Reform Through Social Work; Some 
Forces That Tell for Decency In New 
York City” continues to attract atten¬ 
tion in Great Britain. 

“The highest type of philanthropy,” 
he writes, “Is that which springs from 
a feeling of brotherhood, which, there¬ 
fore. rests on a self-respecting, healthy 
basis of mutual obligation and common 
effort.” 

Capt. Norton F. Goddard, be declares. 
Is the only man In New York “who 
ever entered upon a career as district 
leader by the door of philanthropy,” 
and having referred to his establish¬ 
ment of the Civic Club, he adds: 

’’Very speedily Goddard foynd him¬ 
self brought into hostile, embarrassing 
contact with that huge, highly organs 
Ized system of corruption tempered with 
malevolent charity. Tammany Hill. Ev¬ 
ery foe of decency, from the policy* 
player to the protected proprietor of a 
law*-breaking saloon, hits had some con¬ 
nection with Tammany. Every move in 
any direction ha* remilted from contact 
of some sort with some institution un¬ 
der Tammany's control.” 

Goddard’s success an a leader Mr. 
Roosevelt ascribes to “the adopting of 
the social methods of Tammany, only 
using them along clean lines. He Is a 
very shrewd politician. If there were 
twenty such men as Goddurd New’ York 
would be saved from Tammany.” 

He next eulogizes the university set¬ 
tlement. work of James H. Reynolds 
and others, the church work of Dr. 
Rainsford, the legal aid society of Ar¬ 
thur Von Brleeen and finally commends 
Jacob A. Hill* a* “the most useful cit¬ 
izen of New’ York.” 


WILCOX INDORSED FOR 

GOVERNOR OF HAWAII. 


Natives and Half Whites Send Reso¬ 
lutions To the President. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 

Honolulu, Oct. 22, via San Francisco. 
Oct. 29.—The Independent Home RulerB. 
a political parly largely composed of 
natives and half whites, has indorsed 
Robert W. Wilcox for Governor of Ha¬ 
waii, and resolutions to that effect have 
been sent to President Roosevelt. Wil¬ 
cox Is Hawaiian delegate to Congress. 

Reports from Hawaii state that half 
an inch of rain has fallen in Ham- 
makku district, which has suffered 
fearfully from drouth and fires lately. 
While this rainfall Is not enough to 
remedy conditions or remove all dan¬ 
gers from the smoldering fires, it will 
do much good and may be the begin¬ 
ning of the rainy season, long over¬ 
due.

That It 1* the sense of this 
meeting thal the breeder*, owners and 
trainers owe it to themselves, and It Is 
their duty, to expo*® every man In any 
way connected with the attempt. If such 
attempt was made, nnd to have the most 
sever® punishment meted out to them, by 
reporting the fact* to the racing authori¬ 
ties of America and requesting that the 
guilty be ruled off the turf for life.

DISCUSS SITUATION WITH UNION 
MEN AND OPERATORS. 


PHILIPPINE COMMERCE. 

An Increase In Customs Receipts At 
the Insular Ports. 

Washington, Oct. 29,— A comparative 
statement made public to-day by the di¬ 
vision of Insular affair* of the War De¬ 
partment shows that the total customs 
revenue for the creven months ended 
July 31. 1901. at Philippine ports was 
$5,025,139, an Increase over the *ame pe¬ 
riod of 1900 of $1,124,333 and over 1899 
of $2,469,633. 


A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION. 


Madlsonvllle. Ky.. Oct. 29— (Special ] 
“Adjt. Gen. David R. Murray and Capt. 
J. ’Tandy Ellis, of the Owensboro com¬ 
pany Kentucky State Guards, arrived 
here this morning, having been sent by 
Gov. Beckham to see what effect the 
withdrawal of the troop* had upon the 
aituatlon. Gen. Murray nnd Capt. Ellis 
spent yesterday In Owensboro In con¬ 
ference wdth Gov. Beckham and County 
Judge Hall, of Hopkin* county. 

Gen. Murray and Capt. Fill* spent 
the day In consulting both the operators 
and union officials. This evening Gen. 
Murray expressed himself as being well 
pleased with th/? situation *o far. and 
said that he had not found the terms 
of the peace agreement actually violat¬ 
ed by either the union or nonunion ele¬ 
ment. 

Gen. Murray and Capt. Ellis will vialt 
several of th® mines and the union camp 
at Nortonvllle to-morrow on a tour of 
Inspection. 

The union officials deny In strenuous 
terms the report sent out by the operat¬ 
ors that about 400 armed union miners 
are In camp at NortonsvlUe and at this 
place. They declare there Is not a word 
of truth In the report. 

There haa been no sign of disorder re¬ 
ported from any part of the strike 
regions to-day. All the mines In the 
county are at work with usual forces. 
The union organizers are making re¬ 
cruit* dally, but as soon as a man Joins 
the union and gf»e* on a strike his place 
1* quickly filled, so the union miners 
have not succeeded In crippling any of 
the mines except the Reinecke since the 
troops w’ere first sent here. The Rein¬ 
ecke Company now’ claim# to have a 
full force at work. This 1* the min® 
which was forcibly cloaed for eight 
days by armed union miners. 


REWARD OFFERED 


For Capture and Conviction of Chris¬ 
tian County Murderers. 

Hopkinsville, Ky.. Oct. 29.—The Em¬ 
pire trouble I* now in a measure trans¬ 
ferred to the courts In this city. The 
trial* of the men arrested for the as¬ 
sassination of Officer R. H. Coffey and 
for shooting at Guard J. H. Fields Sat¬ 
urday will come up Thursday, but may 
not be held until next week. 

The Empire mines are running to-day 
wdth a two-thirds force and there has 
been no further violence at the mine®. 
Several additional guards were added 
to the force this week. 

The Empire Coal and Mining Com¬ 
pany this afternoon offered a reward of 
$500 for the apprehension and conviction 
of the ai»a#?dlr. or assassins of Deputy 
Sheriff and Chief Guard Robert H. Cof¬ 
fey. The Governor will be asked to 
offer a reward. 


STAY FOR HERR MOST. 


Anarchist Stole Article On Which His 
Prosecution Was Based. 

New York, Oct. 29.—Justice Mac- 
Lean. in the Supreme Court to-day, 
granted a certificate of reasonable doubt 
In the case of John Most, editor of the 
Frelhelt, an anarchist paper. In order 
to stay his sentence of twelve months' 
Imprisonment for the publication of an 
article entitled “Murder Versus Mur¬ 
der,” which appeared on the day of 
President McKinley's assassination. 

Justice MacLean pays the only proof 
to support the Judgment is that Most 
purloined an article expressing certain 
sentiment*, written by another half a 
century ago, and published as his own 
’’In a paper professedly of some circu¬ 
lation, but which tirculatlon Is shown 
by the sale of but a single copy, that 
purchased by the police, probably for the 
purpose of prosecution.” He further 
say* that It may be doubted reason¬ 
ably whether the Judgment, even with 
that support, should stand, as plagiar¬ 
ism 1* not a criminal offense under the 
laws of the United States. 


MALVAR S PROCLAMATION. 

Appoints Himself Captain General 
and Will Reorganize Filipino 
Army. 

Manila, Oct. 29.—Malvar has Issued a 
new proclamation, appointing himself 
Captain General and reorganizing the 
Filipino army under twnn Lieutenant 
Goncrals and four Generals of division. 
Every guide caught aiding the Amer¬ 
icans will be treated Immediately as a 
traitor. Those who surrender to the 
Americans will be treated In the same 
manner. Malvar considers hi* own ap¬ 
pointment® to be temporary until the 
meeting of the General Assembly of 
Liberation*. He congratulates the sol¬ 
diers on the good work they are doing 
In the field, and also those who are 
working for the cause of freedom and 
liberty in the cities. 


Became a-Weary. 

Mrs. Nora Helm and daughter. Anna, 
who live on Twenty-first street, near 
Portland avenue. !a.«t night complained 
to the police that the men of their 
neighborhood wrere ent rely too attent ve. 
A mab friend of Ml?s Helm made the 
complaint, and he asked that the po¬ 
lice arrest the first man who annoyed 
them. He sold that It was no uncom¬ 
mon occurrence to see three or four 
men. middle-aged and young, sitting up¬ 
on the doorsteps, waiting for the mother 
and daughter to come out.. 

Commends Dr. Smith's Sermon. 

Judge Henry S. Barker, in speaking 
yesterday of the Rev. Dr. J Kinsey 
Smith's sermon on “Crimea and Crim¬ 
inal* In Louisville,” spoke In com¬ 
mendatory terms of the address, but 
said he would make no specific public 
comment until he instructed the No¬ 
vember grand Jury, which will be Im¬ 
paneled Monday. 

Dies of Pneumonia. 

Robert Buchanan English, the nlne- 
months-old child of Mr. Sam English, 
editor of the Livestock Journal, died 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock of pneu¬ 
monia at the family residence on Park 
avenue.

PLAIN WORDS TO NEGROES. 


NORTH CAROLINA’S GOVERNOR 
SAYS THERE 


CAN BE NO SOCIAL EQUALITY. 


Raleigh. N. C.. Oct. 29.—Gov. Aycoclt 
to-day opened the negro State fair in 
an address In w’hich he urged the negre 
to build up society among themselve* 
founded on culture. Intelligence and vir¬ 
tue. In the course of the address h« 
referred to President Roosevelt dinlni 
Booker T. Washington, and saying to 
the negroes that their best friends lived 
In the South. He told them that they 
did not need recognition by the Presi¬ 
dent, as It would avail nothing In the 
South. He said: 

“The law which separates you from 
the white people in the State socially 
has been and ahvays will be Inexorable, 
and It need not concern you or ma 
whether the law Is violated elsewhere, 
It never will be violated In the South. 
Its violation would be to your destruc¬ 
tion ns well a® to the Injury of the 
whiten.” 

Me pledged the best efforts of the 
whites to aid the negro, but told them 
that social equality w’as an Idle dream. 

In reply. Dr. C. H. King, a prominent 
negro minister of the Methodist church, 
said that the negroee did not want so¬ 
cial equality, and neither he nor his peo¬ 
ple wanted to sit down at the dinner 
table of the whites, and that they wer# 
not In sympathy with any such Idea.

MAKE A PBACTICE OF IT. 


SPEAKER HENDERSON A QUEST 
OF A FORMER SLAVE. 


DINNER AN ANNUAL EVENT. 


Des Moines. Ia., Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
Prominent lowans. Including Speaker 
Henderson, of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. and Congressman J. A. T. Hill, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, agree with President 
Roosevelt that the color line should 
not be so drawn In America as to make 
It impossible for a white man and a 
negro to dine together. 

The Iowa statesmen mentioned, to¬ 
gether with Gov. L. M. Shaw, who Is 
considered a presidential possibility, go 
the President one better and accept in¬ 
vitations to dine with negroes. Jeff 
Logan, a Des Moines negro, who has 
entertained prominent lowans at his 
own board once a year for the past 
quarter of a century, will give out in¬ 
vitations this year as usual. Logan Is 
an ex-slave, but this fact has not kept 
Iowa politicians from accepting his hos¬ 
pitality. 

Last year Congressman Hull delayed 
his trip to Washington in order that 
he might remain in Des Moines and 
partake of Jeff Logan's 'possum sup¬ 
per. This year Congressman Hull, 
again a candidate for congressional 
honors, will be found eating and drink¬ 
ing with Logan when the time rolls 
around for the annual event. 

• • • 

Has Entertained Many Governor*. 


Jeff Logan has entertained every 
Governor of Iowa for the last twenty 
years, except the only Democratic Gov¬ 
ernor that Iowa ever had, Horace M. 
Boise, who came so near the presiden¬ 
tial nomination at. Chicago. The ex¬ 
slave has a petty office, that of cus¬ 
todian of the cloak room of the House 
of Representatives, and he feels that 
he owes something to the political 
friends who help him to get the ap¬ 
pointment every year. He writes a 
half-brother at Savannah, Mo., and se¬ 
cures by express^a half dozen or more 
'possums, which aro highly fed for 
about six weeks until they are very fat. 
Then the invitations go out. always to 
th«v Republican office-holder*, and the 
prominent men of Iowa have never 
dared to refuse. Senators Allison and 
Dol liver have been invited to Jeff 
Logan's feasts, but have never hap¬ 
pened to be In the city when the feasts 
have been announced. Both have sent 
letters of regret.

gram to move aa far west as 
Cape Cruz, provided that coaling had 
been found possible there. I did not go 
to Cape Cruz within eighty miles, I 
think. Now those were the Influencing 
and the operating motives. I felt that 
the move west was strategically the 
proper one, with a determination to 
coal as quickly as possible, and that 
the efficiency of my squadron as a unit 
was only equal to the efficiency of the 
coal supply of the slowest one that 
composed iL Those were the motives 
which caused that movement.

He 
said that after his daughter Nettle had 
gone to the parsonage to be married 
he went to the barn, and there found his 
wife crying because of Nettle's' mar¬ 
riage. He denied having struck or 
kicked his wife. He said the reason he 
refused to go after the doctor was be¬ 
cause he did not want to leave her bed¬ 
side. realizing she was in a critical con¬ 
dition. He swore that the bruises on 
her body were made two days before her 
death, a cow having knocked her down 
and trampled her. He claimed she had 
been in poor health for several years.

With Negroes. 

Indianapolis, lnd., Oct. 29.—Fifty-sev¬ 
en white men employed as coremakers 
at the National Malleable Casting Com¬ 
pany's plant at Haughville, a suburb, 
are on strike because their demand 
that the colored employes of the same 
department be discharged was refused 
by the company. The strikers say that It 
is only a question of a few days until 
the whole plant, which employ* about 
1.200 men, will be obliged to close down.

Con¬ 
sequently—so It is learned upon good 
authority—at. th** meeting next Monday 
Messrs. Reed, Wood and Mengel will 
v.»te to dlt*mlss all the present employes 
of the board. ThlB action will Include 
six License Inspectors—John Drescher, 
William Bohon. Dave Parkhill. Brent

London, Oct. 29.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener dAted Pretoria. October 
28. says he has receive# reports of Im¬ 
portant fighting October 24 near Great 
Marico river, when De la Rey and Komp 
attacked a British force and was only 
repulsed after severe fighting, leaving 
forty dead on the field, including Com¬ 
mandant Omstirheysen. The British 
lost twenty-eight men killed and had 
fifty-five wounded. The Boer* carried 
off eight British wagons. The repub¬ 
licans appear to have paid special at¬ 
tention to the guns, as thirty-seven 
gunners and driver* were killed or 
wounded. 

Lord Kitchener mentions a number of 
minor affairs and says this week** 
"bag" consisted of seventy-four Boers 
killed, sixteen wounded and 353 made 
prisoners. In addition forty-five Boer* 
surrendered and the British captured 471 
rifles. 75.950 round* of ammunition, 210 
wagons, 530 horses and 8.000 cattle.

INDICTED OFFICER. 


LIEUT. HETFERNAN CHARGED 
WITH NEGLECT OF DUTY. 


Brought In Connection With Assault 
On J. T. Taylor, Jos. Hast Be¬ 
ing Alleged Assailant. 


Polloe Lieut. Ed. Heffeman was In¬ 
dicted yesterday on the charge of un¬ 
lawfully and willfully failing and ne>- 
glectlng to discharge the duty of a 
police officer. The Indictment alleges 
that Joseph Hast assaulted J. T. Taylor 
In the presence of Lieut, Heffernan and 
that the latter failed to arrest him or 
cause hl 9 arrest 

The assault on Taylor has been 
shrouded in mystery and Kast Is under 
Indictment, charged with the offense. 
Taylor was assaulted In front of Kawt’s 
s&l<>on t 545 Weat Jefferson street, and 
he reclevod serious injuries to his head. 
He died later. 

The witnesses to the indictment are: 
Dr. E. B. Scribner. Claude Crewman, 
J. T. Taylor and Ed. White. 

Lieut. Heffeman was surprised when 
he was told that an Indictment had 
been returned against him. 

"It l* unexpected," he said. "I never 
thought of such a thing. I am Innocent 
of the charge, as I did my duty. I was 
in the officer** room at Central Police 
station when I heard that a man was 
lying on the sidewalk in front of East's 
saloon. I ran over there and found him 
lying on the pavement. I carried him 
to the station and then ran back to get 
Dr. Scribner. When he arrived I again 
went to the saloon. I aekod several 
people how the man came to be lying 
on the pavement. Some of them said 
that he fell and injured himself and 
others said that they knew nothing 
al*>ut It. When 1 got back to Central 
Station the man was able to walk and 
he went In Fifth to Market and up 
Market street. The next morning I ar¬ 
rested Kast. Judge Buckley dismissed 
him without hearing any evidence. 
What more could I doT 
"Did I know the man? No. ! never 
saw* him until that night and not until 
the next morning did I know his name 
w*aa Taylor.”
